Fittingly Observe the Fourth of July. 


Throughout the length and breadth 
of Uncle 
Sam’s possessions, which 
means nowadays a land on which the 
sun never sets, his sons and daugh­ 
ters will celebrate Monday the 133d 
anniversary of the signing of the Dec­ 
laration of Independence. 
On Monday night the man on Mars, 
looking down on the broad stretch of 
earth and scattered spots over which 
the American flag waves, will see re­ 
peated the annual spectacle of a land 
in violent pyrotechnic eruption. 
He 
will, however, see nothing of the sort 
rising from the site of Cleveland, O., 
where the city fathers have decreed 
that Cleveland shall add zero this 
year to the total of more than 500 
dead and many more hundreds wound­ 
ed that represents the annual Amer­ 
ican sacrifice to exuberant patriotism. 
Fireworks are under the ban in Cleve­ 
land and in a few other places, but 
on the whole the celebration of the 
Fourth of July on July 5, the calendar 
Fourth coming tomorrow, will differ 
very little from that of the past years. 
More and more as the years go on 
Independence 
day shares with Me­ 
morial day and Labor day, the two 
other summer holidays, in the great 
outpouring of the American people 
for outdoor recreation. 
They do not 
forget their patriotic duties by any 
means, but hurry through them in or­ 
der to participate in or view contests 
on land and water. 


Ta ft to Attend Celebration. 
The center of the patriotic Fourth 
of July celebration comes this year at 
Lake 
Champlain, N. 
Y.. beginning 
Monday. 
President Taft, Vice Presi­ 
dent 
Sherman and other national 
celebrities will take part in the com­ 
memoration of the 300th discovery of 
the lake and the recalling of the his­ 
toric events that have taken place 
along its shores, although the presi­ 
dent will not arrive until Tuesday. 
Probably the greatest of the big cit­ 
ies’ celebrations of Independence day 
will come in Pittsburg, where an old 
fashioned Fourth of 
July will 
be 
spent in speeches, fireworks, balloon 
ascensions, etc. In Washington Secre­ 
tary Nagel of the department of com­ 
merce and labor will be the principal 
speaker. 
On the day of days for Americans 
the temporarily expatriated Yankees 
will meet in many cities and dwell on 
their country’s glories. 
In London, 
Paris, Berlin and other places there 
will bd banquets and speeches. 
A 
unique celebration of the day will be 
that at Aarhus, Denmark, where a 
large number -of Danish-Americans, 
assembled for a visit to the old coun­ 
try, will extol the land of their adop­ 
tion in the presence of the crown 
prince and other distinguished Danes. 
Many of the Americans sojourning in 
England will visit Ilenley next Mon­ 
day to witness the opening of the 
annual regatta.

England Deeply Stirred by Crim e of 
an Indian Student. 
London, July 3.—The murder of 
Lieutenant Colonel Sir William Hutt 
Curzon Wyllie and Dr. Ca was Lalcaca 
of Shanghai by Mardar Lelof Dhinagrl, 
an Indian student, Thursday night at 
the 
Imperial Institute, has stirred 
England in a manner unknown since 
the Phoenix Park murders. 
It has 
been a subject for self-congratulation 
by Englishmen that Great Britain 
was immune from political crimes of 
this nature, and it is a great chock 
to feel that public men no longer are 
safe from the attacks of assassins. 
Great sympathy is felt for Viscount 
Morley, secretary of state for India, 
the difficulties of whose position will 
be greatly increased by the murder. 
A strong feeling has been aroused 
against a number of the members of 
the house of commons and others who 
have encouraged the Indian agitation 
against the government. 
Another consequence of the tragedy 
dlstaseful to Englishmen la that hence­ 
forth it will be necessary to afford po­ 
lice protection to public men. It is 
understood that Scotland Yard al­ 
ready has detailed detectives to fol­ 
low Lord Morley and others connect­ 
ed with the Indian administration 
when they appear In public. 
News­ 
papers of all shades of opinion urge 
the government not to swerve a hair’s 
breadth in the direction of weakening 
the executive authority in India and 
above all never to allow the extrem­ 
ists to suppose that Great Britain can 
be frightened by such murders into 
granting political concessions.

Is 
an integral part of the tariff bill as 
that bill now stands. After much 
tribulation the senate reached a vote 
on the proposition shortly before ad­ 
journment for the day and the amend­ 
ment was agreed to by the large vote 
of 60 to ll. 
With 
all modifying 
amendments disposed of, many Demo­ 
crats voted with most of the Republi­ 
cans for the amendment. Only three 
Democrats voted against the provision 
on the final vote, but some refrained 
from voting at all. 
The test vote was en the substitu­ 
tion of the corporation tax amend­ 
ment for the income tax provision and 
on that vote 45 senators cast their 
ballots in the affirmative and 31 in 
the negative. On this ballot all the 
Democratic votes were cast In favor 
of the income tax, which also re­ 
ceived the support of a number of the 
insurgent Republicans. 
The income tax question disposed 
of, the senato now will enter upon the 
administrative features of the tariff 
bill, probably taking up the maximum

The climax was reached upon agree­ 
ing to the corporation tax amendment 
as a part of the tariff bill. This 
amendment was adopted by the vote 
of 60 to ll. 


Educators Hold Their National Con­ 
vention In That City. 
Denver, July 3.—With the gathering 
in this city today of thousands of 
teachers and others interested in edu­ 
cational work the annual convention 
of the National Educational associa­ 
tion assumed shape, although the gen­ 
eral sessions will not open until Mon­ 
day evening, when the president of 
the association, Lorenzo D. Harvey of 
Menominee, Wis., will deliver an ad­ 
dress on “Industrial Education.” The 
convention will remain in session un­ 
til July 9. 
The present active membership of 
tho association consists of 6,000 of 
tho loading teachers of the country. 
All teachers and others actively asso­ 
ciated with educational institutions, 
including libraries and periodicals, 
may become members of the associa­ 
tion. 
Following the custom of several 
years the Religious Education asso­ 
ciation will hold a conference in con­ 
nection with the convention of the 
National Education association. This 
conference, having for its topic “The 
Relations Between Public Education 
and Religious Training,” will meet 
next Monday. 


STEPHENSON STATUE 
UNVEILED AT CAPITAL 


President Taft Pays Tribute to 


Founder of a A. R. 


Lake Schooner Sunk. 
Detroit, July 3.—The schooner John 
Schuette of Toledo was sunk off the 
shipyard of the Great Lakes Engineer­ 
ing works in the lower Detroit river 
in collision with the steamer Alfred 
Mitchell of Duluth. The steamer was 
dow nward-bound and the schooner was 
sailing up the liver in a heavy squall 
when 
the 
vessels 
crashed. 
The 
schooner’s crews escaped. 


Washington, July 3.—With m ilitary 
and civic honors, as befitted the re­ 
calling to memory of a man who was 
trained, in the peaceful profession of 
medicine and served his country in 
the ranks of warriors, the statue of 
Major Benjamin Franklin Stephenson, 
“father of the Grand Army of the Re­ 
public,” was unveiled here today. 
Participating in the ceremony of 
dedication were President Taft and 
other prominent men. The president 
delivered an address, but the orator 
of the day was 
Representative J. 
Hampton Moore of Pennsylvania. The 
unveiling was preceded by a parade 
of United States soldiers, sailors and 
marines and the national guard of the 
District of Columbia. 
The monument unveiled today is 
the first one erected to the memory 
of Major Stephenson, who was born 
in Illinois in 1822 and died in 1871. 
It is intended also to commemorate 
in granite and bronze his idea, con­ 
ceived while he was serving as a sur­ 
geon In the Union army, of uniting 
the veterans of the Federal army Into 
a great fraternal organization. 
The shaft has been erected at a 
cost of HO,OOO, the Grand Army of 
the Republic contributing $30,000 and 
the national government $10,000.

the stand her attorneys promised that 
she would be allowed to go into all 
the details of the attack upon her in 
the hotel, and how abe was almost 
forced Into a life of Ah&me by tbe 
women who pretended to be her 
friends.

ONE KILLED AND SIX HURT 


Fire Sweeps Through Canadian Town 
of Cobalt.

FULLY A SCORE PERISHED 


Wall of a New Dock Lock Collapses 
at Newport, Eng. 
Newport, Eng., July 3.—It is esti­ 
mated that twenty men perished by 
the sudden collapse of the w est wall 
of the new lock at the entrance to 
the Alexandria dock. 
The extension of the dock work has 
been in progress for some time and 
fifty men are working in a trench 
sixty feet deep preparing for the lay­ 
ing of a concrete foundation. 
W ith­ 
out the slightest warning the heavy 
timbers gave way in the middle and 
the entire structure collapsed and 
carried down with It thousands of 
tons of earth, the railway lines on 
both sides of the trench, many rail­ 
way cars and four traveling cranes. 
The men at the bottom of the 
trench had no chance to escape, but 
many of those working nearer the sur­ 
face were uninjured. 
The work of rescue was begun soon 
after the collapse and three men were 
taken out alive. 
The bodies of some 
of the dead were also rescued. 
The engineers in charge of the work 
are unable to account for the collapse 
of the timbers, as they say these had 
been examined daily and every pre­ 
caution taken.
